AVilh far too many persons most of 


the Unio of labor is spent in UIR kitchen, 
unfortunately, rosultfng from our false 
habits of eating, by far, loo muoh pas- 
try. 
Often tins kitchen is alike the par- 


lor—if there is onu—the sitting room 
and the room for toil. Much, if not most 
of this toil ia not only unnecessary, but 
is extremely adverse to good constilu- 
tions of our average honsekcfipcr.s. The 
mo.st depressing part of this toil is con- 
nected with tho propunUinn of dishes 
no!; only not really needed for hn.ilih. 
bul wasting; it at"a fearful rale, since 
those "made dishes" demand I h u most 
toil, are (.lie most. diflicuH of digestion, 
and contain far less nourishment than 
tlie, average plain food. 


I do not hesitate to alliriu that a re- 


turn to tho simplicity of the past, with 
the use of our improved foods, our in- 
creased knowledg'c of tho Ia\vs of our 
being, as connected with the air, sun- 
light, electricity, etc., wo'.ikl materially 
add to the term of human life, with a 
vast increase of comfort. 


Most of this toil is performed under 


very unfavorable circumstances. 
Tho 


average kitchsn of the less informed is 
low in stud, small, poorly lighted,itnven- 
tilated, out of the influence of tho sun, 
cramped and inconvenient—unlit for 
human residence. And yet, this is Hie 
place where the good housewife toils on 
from day to day and year to year—if slio 
long survives—where the children, es- 
pecially the girls, are doomed to spond 
most of their time, at a certain ago, nnd 
during the most inclement season of the 
year. 
Some of these kitchen-prisons 


_ftre difficult of access, the wood, coal, 
water, everything being brought in a 
laborious way by the exhausted wife, 
while so dark, gloomy, dingy, and for- 
bidding in every aspect as to make life 
monotonous, irksome, unpleasant and 
fearfully crushing to both mental and 
physical powers. 


Let me advise my brothers to reflect 


upon, the toils of tho wife—sometimes 
self-imposed—and to change that kitch- 
en, using it for a store room, or a wood 
room, and taking a largo and airy room 
on the sunny side, having an abundance 
of light, -with sufficient means of venti- 
lation. Let it bo mado as co/.v and con- 
venient as possible, that woman's labor 
need not be unnecessarily dilltcull. Also, 
let it be made as pleasant as any room 
in the house, since the rooms tho most 
occupied—including tho sleeping rooms 
—should be the most cared for in tho 
matter of health. 


Introduce a sowing machine, a wash- 


ing machine, (and let the boys run 
them,) a wringer, a kneading machino 
—anything and everything to lighten 
the labors of the exhausted wife. 
Sup- 


plant the old and cumbrous, heavv iron 
pots and kettles, as far as possible, and 
introduce some improvements. Judg- 
ing from experience in our family, I can 
not recommend any kitchen utensils of 
equal value with tho "granite wares," 
used by us for years. They arc really 
economical—notwithstanding the first 
cost—pretty, and even elegant, light, 
durable, will not break, easily cleaned, 
do not tarnish, are not affected by acids, 
(I have applied stronger acid than is 
used in culinary affairs, without any 
perceptible effect,) are perfectly safe as 
receptacles of acids, and fruits of ak 
idnds, in fine, if so disposed, we do not 
know what charges wo can bring against 
them, after testing them for years. All 
seem as good as new after years of wear. 
Even the wash-dish, used constantly, 
has its original brightness. 


Lot me also say to my sisters—utilize 


those boys. 
What-are'boys here for, if 


not to help their mothers, as a means of 
learning how to aid the wife in future 
years? Do not ran up and down stairs, 
or do any hard work which boys can 
do just as well. Nor will it harm tho 
girls, if you do not wish them to grow 
up in selfishness, to lighten tho toils of 
one who watched over them so tenderly 
in their helpless state. 
Teach them to 


do all _ that you understand, and then 
you will have done your duty in this re- 
gard, in preparing them to bo mistresses 
of the kitchen and tho parlor.—1). \'.

As tho more active portion of tho year 


draws to a close, it is \vcll for tho farmer 
to look back over tho busy months just 
past .and draw some lessons from the 
season. This is not only a pleasure, but 
a duty, and all the more the duty when 
there in little or no pleasure in'such a 
retrospect. It may be that some of too 
crops have failed," and it should be the 
work of tho more quiet months of lato 
fall and winter to find out the causes of 
these failures, and take all possible 
measures to prevent their recurrence. As 
an example it may be that the field of 
wheat yielded only half a crop and was 
therefore without profit. 
Thismay have 


been the cflbct of ono or more causes. 
Was the soil too poor? A good crop of 
wheat docs not grow upon land that is 
lacking in the materials upon which 
plants must feed. 
There must be a sup- 


ply of potash and phosphoric acid, and 
especially of nitrogen in an available 
form—in short, n soil to bo fertile must 
abound in those materials which are re- 
moved in a crop and may be returned 
again in manure that is made from such- 
crops. If tho crop 13 poor, in many 
cases manuring or otherwise enriching 
tho soil will insure a yield for tho com- 
ing year. 
But richness is not every- 


thing, nnd the farmer may see his crop 
fail on a soil that has enough of tho va- 
rious ingredients of plant growth. 
The 


mechanical texture of the soil may bo at 
fault. 
A wet soil is not a productive 


one. 
Agricultural plants cannot do well' 


in earth when tho roots are surrounded 
by water, but by draining, wet, cold 
laud often becomes very productive. 


Again, on soil rich and mellow, the 


partial or entire failure of the crop may 
bo in tho seed, or the sowing, or both. 
The value of good seed is beyond ques- 
tion, aiid only the best should be used. 
Tiiers is a great difference in varieties; 
and a superior sort is cheapest at any 
cost. 
Tho farmer may judge of the qual- 


ity of his seed by noting what hig neigh- 
bors use, and tho crops they got under 
similar conditions, -when his own fields 
have not given good returns. 
Further- 


more, a test may bo made by sowing dif- 
ferent varieties side by side. We do not 
advocate testing many sorts, but do 
enough of this experimental work to 
keep abreast with the progress in tho im- 
provement of varieties. There are fail- 
ures due to the ravages of insects, or to 
conditions of climate prevailing for tho 
season. 
I£ insects have been destructive, 


it is important to become acquainted 
with their habits, that any and allmeans 
may be taken to meet them. 


Ju short, farming, as now profitably 


pursued, neetls constant study, and dur- 
ing the comparative leisure of'the winter, 
every one .should review the past, and 
plan for better results ia the future,— 
American Agriculturist.
